The dead 
body of Kikl 
Ringer, 
a 
you1 g halt white, well known to all of 
the older settlers and almost everyone 
about town, was found floating 
In the 
bay about 
3 o'clock 
yesterday 
after' 
noon. 
All afternoon and night there 
was a fever of Interest In the matter In 
police clrcles,"for 
there la a 
feeling 
that a frightful murder has been com 
milted. 
When found tho body boro a 
deep, sharp cut above the right eye, 
evidently made by a knife. 
There were 
bruises on the breast and 
In several 
other places 
which 
Impressed 
one as 
being the result of kicks or beatings 
with, a club. 
The dead man was soen alive on Sun- 
day night by the 
watchman 
at 
the 
Inter Island wharf. 
He appcared-the- 
n 
to have been drinking. 
There are evi- 
dences which connect him with a card 
game later. 
It Is believed there 
was 
gambling at tho time. 
These aro tho 
clues the police thus far have to work 
upon. 
A coroner's jury was Impaneled 
by 
Deputy Marshal Chllllngworth 
and will 
meet this' morning. 
All are natives, 
for, the most part hackmen. 
Dr. Emer- 
son examined 
tho body and will make 
a statement to tho jury. Last night the 
brother of deceased, 
William 
Ringer, 
who 
Is stableman 
for Wilder & Co., 
was permitted to take the remains to 
Ed Williams' 
undertaking parlor 
Tho dead man, who is known simply 
as 
"Klkl," 
was 
born, 
raised 
and 
schooled In Honolulu. 
He was nearly 
white and had reddish hair 
unusually 
light tor a Hawaiian. 
His 
age 
was 
about 27. 
During tho time .the trans- 
ports, were calling at Honolulu 
In the 
glimmer he kept a refreshment stand 
on the wharves 
for tho convenience 
of 
tho soldiers. 
His last ship was tho 
Peru. 
He kept his stand 
back of the 
California 
Feed Co.'s store and did a 
rushing business with the troops. 
It 
Is said that be gave 
freely 
to those 
without money. 
Recently ho went on tho steamer M- 
lkahaia as a sailor. 
He was employed 
on her on tho day of his death. 
There 
Is 
In this tact a chanco that he may 
have fallen and hurt himself while at 
tempting to reach 
his vessel, 
though 
this solution of tho caso Is not accept- 
ed by the police. 
Capt. Thompson, 
of the 
Mlkahaia, 
first discovered 
tho body. 
It was then 
floating 
on top of the water between 
tho Mlkahaia 
and 
tho 
Fort 
street 
wharf. 
A sling wan thrown out and 
tre body drawn to the wharf. 
It was 
taen In good condition 
and had evi 
dently Just risen from tho bottom 
of 
the bay. 
The police wero notified and 
the body was removed 
to the Station 
house. 
There Dr. Emerson 
conducted 
the examination soon after 
and 
the 
Bleuths were put to work on tho case. 
Klkl was always a friend of annexa- 
tion and tho Republic. 
When tho 
re- 
bellion 
broke out In 189S 
he 
volun- 
teered 
and served. In Capt. 
Murray's 
company 
of Citizen 
Guardsmen. 
He 
was for a long time regarded 
as one 
of Marshal Hitchcock's 
"specials," 
but, 
as a matter of fact, was never In the 
employ of 
tho 
department. 
William 
Ringer, brother of the dead man, was 
a policeman 
In those times.

Somo weeks ago Wray Taylor, In tho 
capacity 
ot labor Inspector, 
mado 
a 
trip to Hawaii districts from which so 
many 
desertions 
ot contract men had 
been reported. 
An extended report was 
returned by Mr. Taylor to tho Minister 
ot Interior, but the newspapers 
wero 
denied access to tho document 
as well 
ns knowledge 
ot any part ot Its 
con- 
tents. 
The correspondent of the San 
Francisco Call managed 
to reach tho 
report, however, by a means not neces- 
sary to seek out and tho Coast paper 
has these extracts from 
Mr. Taylor's 
confidential 
report to the Minister ot 
Interior: 
From all the plantations from 
to HUo desertions 
have taken 
place, and thero is no doubt that 
In 
Olaa nnd Kona a largo number of the 
deserters could 
bo found 
were a sys- 
tematic search to bo mado. 
In consid- 
ering this question as a wholo thero Is 
no doubt that tho coffeo districts aro 
a great attraction for 
laborers, 
both 
free nnd contract. The work Is lighter 
than on sugar plantations

All popular or demo 
cratic power Is summarily 
transferred 
to the l'resldent. All officers nitibt do

do, and not what tho Earnest Patriots 
want them to do. 
Thu act of annexa- 
tion, 
by putting all authority 
In thu 
hands 
ot tho President, 
fclmply 
swept 
out 
of pxlbtence 
for 
tho 
time 
being 
every 
vestige 
of 
representative 
gov- 
ernment in the Islands. 
It 
was 
so 
agreed 
mid so understood. 
Tho 
Cab- 
inet, exists, not by virtue of tho Hawai-

of tho nation: 
He urges that It l 
bet- 
ter to fill one's own .house with 
Ser- 
viceable furniture instead ot trying' to 
fill Philippine 
houses 
with furniture. 
Tho spectacle 
of. Mrs. Jcllaby devoting 
her tlmo and energies to the heathen 
while 
her 
own 
children 
were 
dirty-face- d, 
rather 
d, 
and Insubordin 
ate, Is not pleasant. 
A recent painful event very distinct- 
ly marks 
the contrast, and the ludi- 
crous 
difference 
"between 
the arts of 
preaching 
and practice 
In our own po- 
litical history. 
A few months ago, 
Fred. 
Whitney, 
horn in Hawaii, an Intelligent, 
faith- 
ful young 
man, 
was taken from his 
residence at night, 
by a gang of min 
ers In Idaho, turned loose in the street, 
ordered 
to run, and 
then became 
the 
target of n scoro of rifles. 
He fell dead, 
murdered 
by our own American 
citi 
zens, who could make no legal chargo 
against him. 
These murderers raised 
tho black flag, and even now keep it 
flying from the staff. 
The Executive, 
tho 
citizens, 
seem 
to be 
powerless to avenge this crime. 
. The Uolso City (Idaho) Democrat,

tho 
letters of enlisted 
men, and the 
re- 
turning soldiers 
carry to every 
city, 
town and 
farm the most dlstresslne 
accounts 
of 
mismanagement, 
negli 
gence, want of foresight 
nnd lack of 
energy In protecting 
tho health of the 
troops. 
Tho falluro to provide decent 
accommodations 
for the sick ntMon- - 
tauk Point, ono of the most desirable 
summer resorts on the Atlantic 
coast, 
especially stirs tho anger of those who 
sent tholr sons, husbands nnd limilmra 
to tho field with tho expectation 
that 
a rich and grateful country would 
pro-te- c 
them from 
unnecessary 
suffering. 
Many of tho complaints howoer aro 
unreasonable 
nnd untruthful. 
Tho peo- - 
plo insisted on extemporizing 
an armv. 
and sending it to the dangerous tropica 
In the worst 
season of tho year. This 
inconsidcrato 
action 
has resulted 
in 
much unnecessary 
suffering. 
ft 
As might 
be expected, 
men vote as 
they feel, and the storm of Indignation 


threatens to thln'tne ranks of Republi- 
can voters. 
The8 belief that Secretary 
Alger has failed to discharge his duty 
has significantly 
reduced 
the 
Repub- 
lican vote in Vermont, during tho 
re- 
cent election. 
The Republican 
press of that State 
warned the President before the elec- 
tion that the party could not carry 
Alger. 
The Rutland Herald, one ot the lead 
ing Republican 
papers said: 
"It must 
In frankness be said that the war does 
not give the Republican party such an 
advantage as It should, and the whole 
trouble comes from Alger; the abuses 
complained of have all been In his de 
partment, 
and 
he Is the responsible 
head." 
It goes further and says: "Tho 
scandals 
are such thnt responsibility 
cannot be confined to Alger. 
The Pre 
sident has become, In a way, voluntari- 
ly responsible 
for the trouble 
by keep- 
ing Alger in place after his failure has 
become known, 
nnd tho party 
Is In 
voluntarily 
responsible, 
nnd 
must 
suiter accordingly." 
Tho vote in the State of Vermont 
shows the present mood ot tho people. 
Even that mild nnd loyal Republican, 
Governor 
Wolcott 
of 
Massachusetts 
pathetically writes 
to 
tho 
President 
that the people of his State cannot 
en- 
dure the sight of the sufferings of their 
iwn 
flesh nnd blood, wasting 
and 
dy- 
ing from Incompetent 
treatment. 
The President has now appointed 
a 
commission 
of nine well known 
men 
to promptly Investigate 
the matter, and 
make h speedy report. 
The trouble, Is mainly, however, with 
tho system and not with the Govern- 
ment. 
Wnr Is an art that demands for 
Its success, the very highest power of 
organization. 
The 
men 
who possess 
this power aro always rare. 
Only in 
long wars do such rare men finally get 
to tho front. 
Caesar nnd Frederick the 
Great 
and 
Napoleon 
with 
despotic 
power, cast away incompetent 
men and 
selected 
competent 
men. 
But 
in 
a 
democracy, 
llko our own, the people 
naturally Interfere, 
and the politicians 
run the military campaigns, 
nnd care 
for the sick, in tho beginning. 
When 
the people become conscious 
of their 
own Incompctcnco 
to 
conduct 
cam- 
paigns then they stand aside. 
Only 
after two years 
of suffering 
nnd 
mis- 
management 
during 
the 
Civil 
War, 
did the people say to Lincoln: 
"Take 
charge 
of the whole business 
and do 
as you please." 
President McKlnley Is now hampered 
as Lincoln was hampered. 
The volun- 
teers 
Inexperienced 
In war choose to 
fight under officers also Inexperienced 
In the nrt of war, and especially In tho 
wnys of taking care of their men. 
The nation Is thrice fortunate in get- 
ting an object lesson in the real art 
ot war, nt a small expense. 
It will now 
listen 
to what 
Its great soldiers 
have 
told them 
for thirty years, that 
If It 
proposes to 
be a military 
nation 
It 
must have men trained In the art of 
fighting, and also In the more impor- 
tant business of taking care of its men. 
Thirty years ago death or sickness 
from 
neglect 
or Improper 
treatment 
was regarded 
as only a natural Inci 
dent of the soldier's 
life. 
Today 
ad- 
vanced knowledge of sanitary matters, 
on the part of the people, makes 
neg- 
lect nnd Improper treatment a crime. 


MOKE 
ENERGY. 


The "Family Compact" 
resolves 
to 
push the public Improvements 
with en 
ergy. 
Tho unfortunate lack of vigor In 
the Interior Department, 
owing to the 
poor health of tho Minister, 
has kept 
back the work ot opening up lands tor 
settlers nt a time when lands aro In 
great demand. 
After making due al 
lowances 
for tho proverbial 
tardiness 
of all Governments 
In making public 
Improvements, 
there has still been a 
failure to realize the needs of the hour. 
Tho Family 
Compact, 
as 
tho 
boys 
pleasantly 
describe It, is responsible as 
a whole for this failure. 
Hawaii 
Is, of course, the baby of the 
American family, and needs undivided 
attention. 
Tho 
Cabinet, 
as 
wet 
nurses, appointed 
by President McKln- 
ley, perhaps 
felt a little reluctant to 
over feed tho Infant, 
nesldcs, 
It was 
believed at one tlmo that some gypsies 
were trying to steal him, and hide him 
in Fort street. 
All colicky symptoms

AND 
PORTO 
KICO. 


There 
Is something startling in com 
paring tho prosperity of 'Porto 
Rico 
and Hawaii. 
Porto 
Rico 
has 
3.6SS 
square miles, 
with a 
population 
of 
813,937, ot which 
about 
300,000 
arc 
negroes. 
Hawaii has 0,731 square miles 
with a population ot 110,000. 
Tho total 
Imports 
of Porto Mco for tho year 
1895 were 
$16,155,056 
as against Ha 
wallan 
Importations 
of 
7,GS3,C2S 
for 
the year 1897. 
That) Is, the average 
ot 
Importations, 
per head, in Porto Rico 
was about $20, while the average 
per 
head In Hawaii was about $70. 
While 
the exports of Porto Rico in 1895 were 
valued at $14,629,491, 
making an aver 
age of about $18 per head, the exports 
of Hawaii in 1897, reached 
$16,021,775, 
or about $140 per head of population. 
Porto Rico is called 
a 
prosperous 
country. 
Taking the Imports and ex 
ports ns a basis of 
prosperity, 
and 
comparing 
them 
with 
those 
of 
the 
United States, there Is a much larger 
Income per bead In Porto Rico than In 
the United States. 
Exports 
alone 
do 
not, however, determine 
tho amount of 
a nation's Income or wealth, but they 
enter largely into tho computation. 
If the amount of the exports fix the 
Incomo of a nation, a population 
of 
$13,000, being that of Porto Rico, should 
be maintained 
in Hawaii on Its present 
receipts. 
'Hut the proposition 
is not a 
correct 
one. 
It furnishes 
an Interest- 
ing study to the political economist. 
If 
tho net profit of the sugar production 
during the last year 
was 
$7,000,000, 
about 45,000 
families, 
each 
receiving 
$150 per year, could be maintained out 
ot It. 
That 
Is to say, counting five 
persons to the family, 
about 
200,000 
persons 
could exist on that 
net 
In 
come. 
This comparison 
of the data ot the 
exports and Imports of tho two places 
may answer some Important

Capture of Manila. 


The Sharpshooter 
Now Helping In 
Patrol 
Duty-W- hat 
the Insur- 
gents Wanted to Do. 


The following letter was received 
In 
this city by the last moll from Profes- 
sor George Harker, recently a teacher 
In tho High School, who enlisted 
for 
Manila In one of the regular companies 
of United States troops: 
Wo arc now occupying 
Spanish 
bar- 
racks in Manila. 
The city 
Is under 
martial law. 
On Saturday morning 
we 
left camp with 200 rounds of ammuni- 
tion and two days 
rations. 
It 
was 
raining hard as usual and wo splashed 
through the mire of the bamboo Jungle 
till we reached our Intrenchments. 
All 
was quiet for the following 
two hours, 
excepting 
a few shots from thn. Span 
Ish 
sharpshooters. 
Al 
10 
o'clock a 
shot was fired from one of our guns, 
and at this signal Dewey 
began 
to 
bombard the forts and Manila. 
For an 
hour the shells Itept whistling past us; 
then as the firing ceased, we wero ord- 
ered to advance 
over 
our 
intrench- 
ments toward 
the Spanish lines. There 
was not the least confusion, 
and our 
men went ahead 
in line of skirmish- 
ers, firing as they went. 
The Colorado 
men, who wero ahead 
of us, fired several 
volleys 
In 
quick 
succession, and rushing over the Span- 
ish works, planted our flag on the top 
of the black stone 'fort. 
Thefire 
from 
the' Spanish 
now 
became 
scattering, 
and 
we 
pushed 
ahead 
as rapidly as 
possible, wading and stumbling across 
a flooded corn field, when we reached 
the fort. 
We assembled 
and 
marched 
on 
In 
column Into a barricaded street on the 
outskirts of Manila, 
Tho ground 
all 
the 
way was strewn with 
blankets, 
hats, shoes and ammunition, 
which the 
Spaniards .had left In their hurry to 
get back Into the city. 
A number 
of 
dead and wounded soldiers 
were lying 
against 
the 
earthworks 
whero 
the 
shells 
from our licet had opened 
the 
way for us. 
Va then started down the street 
In- 
to Manila, expecting 
to have another 
fight further on, but a few straggling 
shots was the only resistance 
we met 
at one time, though we had to He down 
to avoid the bullets. 
At last we came 
to an open space and at the further 
side we saw a fortress or castlo whose 
parapets were ibrlttllng vlth soldiers. 
But our eyes 
were- fixed on 
n great 
white flag at one corner of the battle- 
ment, and we knew that the battle was 
ended. 
In half an hour our whole force was 
drawn 
up under the walls of old 
Ma- 
nila. 
Tho natives, 
or Filipinos, 
who 
had been shut tip within the. town, as 
well as a number 
who had come 
In 
with 
us, were 
mad 
with tlcllght and 
rushed 
alon? our ranks 
distributing 
clgaretts and cigars to the men. 
The 
fighting 
men, though, 
were somewhat 
taken 
back 
when 
forced to gle up 
their arms before entering the town. 
rhey had 
fully 
expected 
to sack the 
town and cut the throat of every Span- - 
lard. 
At about 
4 p. m. we passed through 
the business center of Manila and took 
up our quarters In the court yard of a 
great stone building 
which 
proved 
to 
be a cigar factory. 
Bands of Spanish 
soldiers 
kept pasting us on their way 
to the arsenal to lay d07n their arms. 
They 
looked 
clean 
and neat In their 
light blue uniforms and. white straw 
hats, and formed a strong contrast to 
our men 
with 
their torn shirts and 
grimy 
faced. 
Next 
day we took 
pos- 
session 
of our preetnt quarters, 
and 
since then we have ben busy 
patrol-ln- g 
the streets. 
Our 
loss 
Is 
reported 
as six 
killed 
and 
thirty-fou-r 
wounded. 
The 
Span 
Ish had about 200 killed 
and a great 
number wounded. 
Some one remarked 
that 
wo took advantage of them by 
fighting 
In daylight, as all the skirm 
ishing heretofore 
had 
been 
done at 
night.

we got a telegram 
from Jack, 
saying he was out of detention 
camp, 
and 
wo could 
seo him. 
Wo went up 
Monday morning. 
Mamma nnd

I drove from here 
twenty 
miles

the rest went by train. 
We were told 
for Heaen's sake not to go without 
taking something, 
nnd 
we 
loaded up 
the carriage 
with bread nnd 
hard-boile-

eggs and fruit nnd forty or fifty

Mr. Cullom declared that 
he had been greatly pleased in his 
re- 
lations with people hero and that ho 
liked the country very much. 
The distinguished 
Senator in almost 
undertones 
stated for about the 
thir- 
tieth time that the Commission 
work 
could 
not, 
under 
any 
circumstances, 
he divulged at this time. 
Hut he, as 
chairman, 
desired to make some 
Inti- 
mation to the people. 
Mr. Cullom said 
tho secrecy 
was compelled 
by official 
custom, but that n good gtie3ser 
could 
conjecture pretty closely. 
All the dita 
has been gathered', 
but tho report Is 
not quite 
finished. 
The draft of the

bill Is not wholly complete.

no outlined

systems. Schemes 
had to bo chalked out nnd the present 
general 
one for territories was found

Hut Hnwall 
Is an old 
country, 
older In fact than many 
of 
tho States, with Its political machinery 
in goon snapo and running Miioothlj 
.Many of Its systems nro as good as our 
own; in fact, sonio are better. 
Tho de- 
partments aro running In tho best sort 
of way, and tho people aro prosperous 
under their systems. 
It would be un- -' 
fair and unvvlso to root up these things! 
now uy applying siraignt tnrouuii the 
systems wo have laid down for the gov 
ernment or territories. 
A medium be.

n state will be 
sought." 
Tho Senator said with respect to tho 
franchise: 
"It wilt 
bo as liberal 
as 
the 
best Interests of tho lieonle 
will 
permit." He declined to state whether 
or not tho right to vote 
wnuiii 
i,n 
thrown open generally 
to tho natives, 
and referred 
to the answer Just quoted 
as all ho could say on the nutter. Tho 
Commission 
will recommend "The Ter 
ritory of 
Haw-all- " 
as the proper name 
ror the country. 
Senator 
Cullom wished to make two 
public statements bofore leaving 
Ho 
nolulu, the first in relation to the lilan 
of secrecy adopted 
by the Commission 
and the second regarding certain 
me 
morials 
received praying for the 
res- 
toration 
of the monarchy. 
He said: 
"I feel that it Is due the peoplo of Ho- - 


nolulu and the Hawaiian members ot 
the Commission 
to say that the crit- 
icism of President Dole and 
Justice 
Krear for not disclosing 
tho work of 
the 
body was not Justified 
and 
was 
quite embarrassing to those 
gentle 
men. 
The policy of secrecy was 
es 
tablished 
by the 
Commission 
ns 
a 
body. 
The reason 
was that our work 
is tentative, 
to be reviewed 
again 
at 
Washington, 
nnd we did not feel that 
It would be wise to glvo any extended 
Information 
until our report had been 
presented to the President. It will then 
be open to discussion 
anil criticism. In 
taking this stand there was no feeling 
on the part of any member of the Com- 
mission to disregard 
the interest 
the 
public naturally took In our delibera- 
tions. 
We felt, however, that we were 
acting for the best in the matter. ' Let 
me repeat that President Dole and Jus- 
tice Krear are free from criticism 
on 
tljat score." 
Of the second matter Senator 
Cul- 
lom said: 
"The Commission 
has 
re- 
ceived In an Informal way certain me- 
morials asking for the restoration of 
the old monarchlal 
government. 
These 
were simply taken by us for examina- 
tion und have since been left with the 
clerk. 
You may say to the people that 
they will not he called up again, 
be- 
cause 
the Commission 
does not feel 
called 
upon 
to consider tho subjects 
contained 
in that class of memorials. 
We came 
to Honolulu 
under a Joint 
resolution 
which 
annexed 
tho Islands 
to the United States, to determine 
the 
legislation that would be best for both 
countries, 
nnd no question 
of restora- 
tion can be considered. 
Annexation 
Is 
a settled question and will remain set- 
tled 
Tho sooner 
the people dismiss 
tho Idea of 
restoration 
from 
their 
minds, the better for them, 
for there 
Is no possibility 
now for a change 
of 
any sort whatsoever." 
Tho Commission party sailed by the 
flacllc.

Chief Engineer's Collection 
Insur- 
gents and Churches 
After 


Priests-O- ld 
Organ Reed. 


Chief Engineer Plerson of the Unit- 
ed States troopship Valencia which 
ar- 
rived in port from Manila last Satur- 
day Is something of a collector 
him- 
self. 
His stateroom on board that ves- 
sel is a veritable museum 
of defunct 
shells, bullets, cannon balls and a vari- 
ety ot fixtures plucked from the engine 
room of the Relna Christina, tho Span- 
ish 
man-of-w- 
sunk by Dewey, which 
lies quite exposed at low tide on the 
beach at Manila. 
There Is an Interesting object, an old 
bass reed, from the cathedral at Cavlte, 
looted 
by the Insurgents beforo 
the 
American 
troops 
landed. 
They left 
nothing except what was nailed down. 
Cavlto Catlicdral 
Is 300 years old and 
when Engineer Plerson blew a deep 
note out of tho old reed It seemed to 
come 
from 
about ten centuries ago. 
Mauser 
bayonets, 
machetes, 
wicked 
looking Malay curved dirks, grape shot 
from the fort at Cavlte, a reducing 
valve from ono of tho sunken Spanish 
cruisers 
engines, 
gun 
barrels 
with 
Blocks burned 
off, breech 
plugs 
from 
ruined canno'n and other rusty looking 
pieces ot Iron and brass, each with a 
history, make up the booty. 
Nothing 
Intrinsically of value but a story for 
every one of them. 
"The cathedrals ot Manila and Cavlte 
nre magnificent," 
says Chief Engineer 
Plerson. 
"But they 
Feemed to have 
been conducted 
by as big 
a lot 
of 
Bcroundrels 
as 
remain 
unhung. 
So 
when 
(he Filipinos gained 
their 
vic- 
tory, their vengence was visited on the 
priests first of all. 
They wero mutilat- 
ed In a most horrible manner and then 
finally shot or hung." 
"Why," continued 
Plerson, "men and 
women had to wear tags like dogs who 
aro taxed. 
These showed the authori- 
ties that they had 
paid the church 
tithes. 
Tho Manila churches 
nre now 
used as prisons 
for the Spanish 
sol- 
diers." 
It was a good run over to Manila for 
tho Valencia. 
She made good time and 
kept ahead of the other steamers, Mor- 
gan City, Newport, 
Ohio, Indiana and 
City of Para. 
The Indiana was in 
plll-kl- a 
nearly the whole trip. 
The 
Indi- 
ana and Ohio left for Nagasaki 
Just 
previous 
to the Valencia's sailing from 
Manila. 
Thcro was not a sick man' on board 
when the Valencia 
finally anchored 
oft 
Cavlte, July 31st nt 0 p. m. 
She had 
sailed from Honolulu, 
July 9th. 
Four 
days after tho 
Valencia 
landed 
tho 
Dakota 
troops 
from on board. 
After 
tho bombardment sho moved 
over to 
Manila and discharged 
her stores and 
then returned to Cavlto where after a 
week's stay coaling and preparing for 
sea, sho moved back ngaln to Manila, 
sailing from there, September 
3rd, after 
Just five weeks and ono day's stay. 
Three hundred tons of coal will bo 
taken on board 
tho Valencia and she 
will sail for San Francisco tomorrow 
afternoon or Wednesday 
morning and 
expects to reach there In eight and a 
half days.

la Claimed 
Now By Mexico. 


Clipperton 
Island. Is again attracting 
attention nt San Francisco. 
It will be 
remembered 
that Capt. 
G. 
1). Frecth, 
of Honolulu, was there about two years 
ago and 
It was rumored 
that ho was 
negotiating for possession ot tho Island, 
A local concern 
also 
looked 
Into the 
matter ot leasing the property nt tho 
same time. 
There was then and still 
Is a question 
as to tho ownership 
ot 
the Island. 
It teems to be claimed 
In 
an Indefinite way by the United States, 
Mexico nnd Great 
Britain. 
At 
one 
time 
ownership 
absolute 
was claimed 
by Hawaiian parties. 
Thco. Gusmann, 
who has figured In 
most of the sensations caused 
by the 
Island 
In one way and another, 
has 
returned from Clipperton 
after a con- 
tinuous stay of thirteen months there. 
While there he flew the American 
Hag 
nnd figured in a heroic light by refus- 
ing to haul it down when ordered 
to 
do so by the Mexican cruiser 
Demo-crat- 
a. 
Of the Incident and the Island 
Mr. Gusmann 
says: 
"I went down from San Francisco n 
year ago last mouth, and 
havo 
been 
employed In getting out phosphate 
tor 
the Pacific Islands Fertilizer Company, 
Although 
Clipperton 
is not very pre 
possessing 
and Is of no value, except 
for the fertilizing material, 
1 hoisted 
the American 
ling soon after my ar 
rival. 
It remained 
in the breeze until 
December 13th lost, when officers from 
the Mexican 
man-of-w- 
Democrata 
took it down and ran up a Mexican flag 
In Its place. 
I was taken on board the 
Democntta, 
and, much to my surprise, 
was appointed 
Mexican colonial agent 
for the Island. 
As soon as the Demo 
crnta passed 
out of Bight beyond the 
horizon, 
however, 
I hauled 
down 
tho 
flag, and since then no flag has floated 
over Clipperton, 
though 
1 believe the 
Island really belongs to Mexico.
